The manner of mala taining their die ren in the 
countrey, was faid to be this. A horſeman was quartered 
in the houſe of a boore, or huſbandman; if the man will 
worke himſelfe and his horſe with the "boore; to help him 
in his huſbandry, then the boore' gives the man and his 


| horſe intertainment freely, and hath their worke for it, 


which is more worth then their meate; and the boore will 
give the man perhaps ſome ſinalle ſume of money beſides. 


By this way, the boore hath an advantage, the work of a 
man and a horſe for their meat only; and the horſeman 


hath an advantage, his own and his horſe meat, beſides 
what the crown allowes him, and himſelfe and horſe kept 
in better condition by it ; and, without his work, the boore 
is not compellable to find him butt his lodging only. 


In like manner it is for the foot ſoldier. He is quar- 
tered with a boore, and-muſt worke for the boore, or have 
no diet from him ; butt they doe worke generally, and, by

HE lawes of the Swedes and Gothes, as of England and other nations, 
were in the moſt antient times unwritten lawes ; and it is noted of them, 
that att firſt they had no lawes, and in their firſt age, Nullis utebantur ; legibus 


niſi quas natura et honeſtas ſculpſerat. Wexionius, I. 5. c. 6. 
« That they uſed. no other es butt thoſe which nature and 3 had 


ingraven.” 


That the will of their — was taken for lawe, * governcd all things 


as it were by their hand. 
And he cites that paſſage in Tacitus, pluſq; tum apud hoſce valuerunt boni 


mores, quam alibi bonæ . | 
« Att that time, with theſe did good manners more availe, then elſewhere 


good lawes.” 
Agreeable to this is the abſeryaticn of Loccennius, P- 54- Thatin thebegin- 
ning of the commonwealth of Swedes and Gothes (as amongſt other nations) 
Ita hic, nullis niſi cordibus hominum, divinitus inicriptls legibus, et moribus, 
publicum imperium agitabatur. 

<« So heer the publique governement was exerciſed by no other lawes or 
manners, butt what were Srvindy written in the hearts of men.“

Wexionius goes not ſo farre, when he faith, that by degrees, quod rex 
cum conſenſu populi decrevit, legis habuit vigorem, 1. 5. c. 8. That which 
the king r with the conſent of the people, had the force of a law.”

Not only their publiſhed authors, butt their moſt learned ſenators and per- 
ſons there, with whom J had converſe, did affirme in their knowledge of the 
antiquityes of their own nation, that in thoſe oldeſt times, their lawes were 
unwritten. 

As to which, Wexionius further teſtifyes ; that in the firſt ages, thoſe lawes 
which carryed the beſt reaſon, non tam litteris quam memoriæ, veluti ut apud 
Lacedemonios commendabantur, c.

O UR author proceedes in his diſcourſe, that the minds of men being na- 
— turally depraved by vice, and kings being men, may erre; therefore it 
was requiſite to have written lawes, certain and conſtant, by whoſe rule the 
governement ſhould be adminiſtred. 2 | | 
That where the lawe is bad, or (which is almoſt the ſame) uncertaine, there 
alſo other things are uncertaine and doubtfull, whoſe rule the law ought 
to be. | a 
As Tully faith, all things are uncertaine when the law is departed from; nor 
can it avayle what that will be for the future, quod poſitum eſt in alterius 
voluntate, ne dicam libidine, I. 9. fam. epiſt. 16. which is placed in the will, 
if I may not ſay, in the luſt of another.” 5 

The antient manner of making their written lawes, is thus deſcribed. 

That it was by publique authority, by men learned in the lawes, knowing 
the ſtate of their countrey, and lovers of it, examined by the ſenators, who 
added what they thought fitt, and cutt off what they held ſuperfluous: be- 
ing ſufficiently conſidered, they were publiquely read to the people in the 
provinciall judicatories, all of them being gravely attentive thereunto, and 
approving of them. e | 

They were then confirmed by the king, and publiſhed for lawes. 

Anſwearable heerunto, it is recorded of the lawes of Upland; that being 
diligently peruſed, ſuperfluous things cutt off, and defects ſupplyed, and

The lawes of Weſtro Gothland were firſt propoſed by one Lumberus, and 
are therefore called Lumbi Leges ; he was a Pagan. | 1 
The ſeverall lawes of other provinces being divers conſtitutions, ſpeciall 
lawes and municipall rights diſperſed into ſeverall volumes, Chriſtopher, king 
of the Swedes, Gothes, Danes, Norwegians, &c. att the inſtance of the ſe- 
nators, and petition of the nobles, knights, and military men, ex iſta vari- 
etate, jus commune in unum legiſterium (quo hodieq; utimur) compilari per- 
miſſit, lib.

Out of that variety he permitted to be compiled the common lawe in one 
lawe booke, which we uſe att this day; and in the year 1452, confirmed by 
his kingly authority.

The decrees alſo and acts of their publique councells, their rixſdagh or 
parlement, are part of their written lawes; and att this day all their lawes are 
written : their municipall or common lawes, which were the cuſtomes of their 
countrey, and of ſeverall 38 and territories, and were adjudicata, are 
now written in a generall law-booke, out of which the judgment is read ap-

And Sweden is held to be happy, i in chat they have butt one God, one 
king, and one la we. 
The ſame author ſaith, that the law of 1 is ſhort and ſuccinct; and 
therfore the more accommodated to the ſpeedy deciſion of cauſes ; the mat- 
ter of ſuits being eutt off, where the lawes are few and ſimple; and not 
burdened with vaſt comments of interpreters and diverſity of opinions; butt 
agreeable to equity, the law of nature and nations, and to the genius of the 
Kin gdome. | 

They cannot comprehend all matters, bicauſe buſineſſes are infinite ; ; butt 
the law is finite; it is ſufficient if it ſpeake univerſally, although it doe not 
containe all things that fall out; butt they are committed to the breaſt of the 
judge: or in greater and more doubtfull matters, the interpretation and de- 
ciſion of them is demannded of the magiſtrate and ſupreame judges, as the 
uſage heer is; and the molt excellent way of cutting off prolixity of ſuits. | 

Another ſaith of their lawes, that they are pauciſſimæ, breviſſimæ, et. valde

1H E next councell and judicatory unto the ſenate, is that of the councell 
or colledge of juſtice, which they call Hoffratt, to the which belong all 
Jjudiciall matters, and forein cauſes directly ſubject to the cogniſance of the 
king, or devolved hither by appeale, whence it is called regium judicium, 
the king's judgement. Some doe ſuppoſe this colledge to have bin in the 
place of an antient judicatorie in the countryes, which 1s called tribunal re- 
gium, Konungs namd, the King's Bench, or named judges of the king; in 
which court, either the king himſelfe, or the ſworne judges in his name, pro- 
nounced the lawe; and from thence there was no appeale. 

In this colledge of juſtice, the ſentences and decrees of inferior courts are 
reviewed and examined; in doubtfull caſes of criminall matters of life and 
death, the lawe is heere declared: appeales are made hither from dutchies, 
counties, baronies, provinces, and cittyes, in cauſes of ſuch a value as is 
appointed by the lawe; treaſons are heere adjudged, and complaints of juſtice 
denyed in inferior courts and in priveledged places; and in caſes which cannot 
be determined by the univerſity ſenates, the ſinale ſentence is heere given,

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either upon petition, or by leave from the parlement, by the benefit of reviſion

AS in the colledge of juſtice, the ricks drotzet, that is, the chiefe 
juſtice of the kingdome, is the preſident, and hath ſeverall ſenators and 

others for his aſſeſſors; fo, in the colledge of warre, which is the ſecond 
councell or colledge, the ricks marſhall, or feldthere, that is, the marſhall of 
the kingdome, or lord of the field, the generall of the army, is the prefident, 
whoſe aſſeſſors ordinarily are two ricks ſenators, and military men, and fower 
other warlike officers. Of this ſenate are the field marfhalls and the generals of 
the watches and armey, who have their under officers. To this colledge belongs 
the inſpection of all the militia, of the marching and ſtanding forces throughout 
the whole kingdome, and the provinces ſubject thereunto ; and of all matters 

belonging to the warre, men, ammunition, armes, muſters, wages, — 
and other things neceffary for warre, for the campe and fortifyed places. 

In expeditions, campes, and forts, the foldiers uſe a pecuhar lawe, by ar- 
ticles of warre, according to which the firſt inftance is before the inferior 
officer or collonell, and his aſſeſſors; the ſecond is before the marſhall, or his 
deputy a feld# marſhall, aſſiſted with feverall other generall officers of the 
army, who have their ſcribes and notaries. To the higheſt court of warne 
belong matters of treaſon, and other greater crimes; and by appeale are de- 
volved to this colledge all matters touching the ſoldiery, which amount to 
the value of five hundred dollars and above: they have an officer of juſtice, 
citing the parties accuſed att the preſidents commaund, and a generall execu- 
tioner with a deputy and fiſcall, who are the aceuſers. 8 bs 

The foote ſoldiers are choſen out of the common people; the tenth or

T HE third councell or colledge is that of the admiraltie, for navall affayres,

Of the Colledge of the Treaſurys.

T HE firſt councell or colledge is that of the treaſury, where the preſident 
= is the ricks ſehatz miſter, or treaſurer of the kingdome, who hath for. 
his aſſeſſors two of the ricks ſenators, and two noble perſons: and to this. 
chamber of accounts, colledge, or treaſury; doth belong a ſecretary, a refer- 
endary, clerkes, and other inferior officers. 

This colledge hath commaund over all thoſe who are imployed about mat- 
ters of the revenew of the kingdome; from hence they receive their direc- 
tions: and to this colledge they give an account of their ſervice, and are a 
great number of officers, neceſſary in. this very large country, to be made 
uſe of in collecting and bringing in the publique revenew of this crowne. 

This - colledge takes the care and charge of bringing into the treaſury all 
the tolles, cuſtomes, rents of farmes, profits of eſtates, perquiſites, and all. 
matters of money; belonging tothe erowne: and they eſteemie it to be their 
duety, to ſee that the revenew be increaſed, and not diminiſhed, and that the 
monies coming 1n be profitably expended, and the king not defrauded. Heere- 
is the place for all receipts and payments of the publique monies ; according as 
they receive warrant from his majeſty, they pay the ſalaries of officers, de- 
fray the charges of the other colledges, and provide for all neceſſary occaſions. | 

There is likewiſe a peculiar colledge of the mines, which hath a relation to- 
this colledge of the treaſury, yett hath its perticular ſtatutes and inſtructions, 
and hath publique priviledges ; butt the profit and moneys ariſin g by the 
mines is anſweared to the colledge of the treaſury, 


CHAP. 
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Of the Colledge of Trade. 


O F late yeares in this kingdome, they have erected a ſixt councell or eol- 
ledge, which. they call the colledge of trade, wherof the preſident is one of 
the ricks ſenators, whomit ſhall pleaſe the king to appoint ; and he hath 
likewiſe one or two of the ricks ſenators for his aſſeſſors, and three or fower 
other; perſons, out of whome the king names a vice preſident : they have alto 
their ſecretary, clerkes, and other * officers. . | 
In former ages the people of this countrey, eſpecially the nobles, did not 
ſo much apply themſelves. to; the knowledge or ſervice, of the buiſnes of trade, 
as of late times they berdiiine; and hence it came to paſſe, that the king 
Guſtavus the Great, growing a great 3 and incourager of trade, divers 
of his great men and nobles did the like. He ſett up the towne of Gotten- 
burgh to be a ſtaple of trade; graunted priviledges to any perſons who would 
build and ſettle there; brought thither many of the moſt buiſy traders of the 
world, the Netherlanders; and lived to ſee the flauriſhing of that towne, and. 
This gave occaſion of erecting the colledge of trade, whoſe buiſnes is to 
conſult about, and to endeavour the incouragement and increaſe of trade, 
navigation, and merchandiſe with the people of this kingdome: and to give. 
examples to them, the ricks chancellor himſelfe, his ſons, and friends, and 
feverall of the nobility and gentry became parties in the companies of mer- 
chants, and adventurers in trade with them; which occaſioned ſome trouble 
to Whitelocke in his negotiation, perticularly uppon the point of contrebande 
ds, and prizes taken by the Engliſh men of warre from the Swedes, 
wherof they made no ſmalle complaint. And by this colledge of trade they 
have much increaſed the commerce of the nation, to incourage and promote

At this time our God had made peace within our borders, and had ſent us 
plenty; had filled us with the fineſt of wheat; he had given us peace within 


our walls, and proſperity within our palaces. How ought the people of theſe 


natians to bleſs his name, who hath thus redeemed them from their great 
_ troubles; to endeavour by all good means the preſervation of peace and 
unity among ourſelves ; and to avoid all occaſions which may tend to the re- 
newing of them: and they have the more cauſe to be ſenſible of this mercy, 


and to be thankful for it, by reaſon of the calamities ſuffered by them in the 


former want of it. And certainly, no people have ever had more cauſe than 
we, to. value this our peace; who have it beſtowed on us ſo much beyond 


our deſert, or expectations. 


It is a ſcurrilous abuſe by thoſe who ſay, that the king of England is Rex 
Diabolorum, a King of Devils. But ſome of them do explain it in this ſenſe, 
that they are not apt to be moved, and to rife in tumults : but, being once 


up, it us very difficult to pacify their provoked ſpirits. 


All the time of this ambaſſy they were more quiet thay ordinary. They 


had been wearied with a fierce, bloody, tireſome, long civil war; and

now the bleſſing of peace. Not apt to fall again into the miſeries of war, 
they ſeemed to be of the mind of the Romans after the battle of Pharſalia, 
_ Tuta, et præſentia, quam vetera et periculofa” mallent. Taeit. Annal. I. 1. 
«They rather choſe a preſent ſecurity, than a hazardous endeavour'for a re- 
covery of. their ancient rights. This cauſed them, with ſo much quiet, to 
ſubmit to their ſeveral great changes in government brought upon them; as 
the puting down of kingſhip; ſetting aſide the lords houſe in parliament ; re- 
{Ylving themſelves into a democracy; then that parliament conſtrained to diſ- 
folve, and the council of ſtate, by them appointed; driven of the ſtage. // 
Yet no tumults or inſurrections upon any of theſe occaſions, how ungrate- 
ful ſoever not to a few. And this calm, and quiet in mens ſpirits, not on! 
cauſed by the awe of a good ſtanding army: but, ſ mewhat likewiſe through 
their paſt ſufferings, the dread of falling again into them, and the peaceable 
and quiet ſpirits and diſpoſitions of the people who, under every ſeveral fort 
of power and government, paid their taxes, and obeyed their laws; and were 
contented with any preſent ſafety, government and governors, rather than 
by the hazard of another war, to attempt the perilous recovery of their an-

At the time of this ambaſly, the antient formes of government, both as to 
head and members, were ſet aſide. Kings, who were the head of this nation 
and commonwealth, were by this parliament aboliſhed, and the parliament 
itſelf ſeparated. But the lord general Cromwell, ho had been conſtituted 
by authority of parliament captain general of the army, when others refuſed, 
had undertaken to lead them forth againſt their enemies, and to fight their 
„ati „ t / 
At this time Cromwell Was their chief magiſtrate, and head of theſe na- 
tions, as he was of the army; that great and high honour falling to him, 
who had been ſo ſucceſsful in his undertakings, 2 ſo great ſervices: and 
none more eminent for that power and place then himſelf, who had been a 
principal inſtrument for recovery of our peace; and was now the people's 
chief magiſtrate, their head and governor; which he continued during his 
lifetime, and left it by authority of parliament, who had confirmed him, to 
The buſineſs of Jephthah was in ſome paſſages thereof not unlike to this; 
-It is recited Judges, ch. xi. ver. 1, &c. The people and princes. ꝙ Gilead ſaid 
one to another ¶ in conſultation) what man 1s he that will fight for us againſt the 
children of Ammon! he ſhall be head over all the inhabitants of Gilead. The 
dutch notes upon this place ſay, that the meaning is, He that ſhall do this, ſhall. 
be commander in chiefe. The engliſh notes publiſhed in the year 1651, fay, 
upon this place; who will engere to be our leader in this expedition, and 
he ſhall for ever after be our general, Judge, and governor; and when others 
refuſed, and would not accept it, they ſent to Jephthah, being of known 
valour, and 2 good commander, ch. xi. ver.

Cromwell, as head of the nation, appoints a privy council or council of ſtate, 

to adviſe in matters pertaining to the preſervation of; the peace, ſafety, and com- 
merce of .the commonwealth, and for foreign affairs. He likewiſe by letters 
ſummoned divers ſelect perſons, whom he and his council thought fit to chooſe, 
and whom they eſteemed men of piety, integrity, and abilities to adviſe ; and 
to act ſuch things, as might conduce to the bringing of theſe nations to a good 
ſettlement and conſiſtency ; and to reform the errors and abuſes in govern- 
ment; and to do what belonged to a publick council of the commonwealth. 
- Theſe gentlemen aſſembled together in the commons houſe of parliament, 
according to their ſummons, where they chooſe a ſpeaker ; and intitled them- 
ſelves to the name and authority of the parliament of England, as if they had 
-been choſen by the people thereof, and truſted by them as their repreſen- 
tatives. | : | 
| They impoſed taxes, (enacted new laws, took cognizance of all parliamen- 
tary matters, received petitions, ſent for parties, took conſideration of mat- 
ters of peace and war, and of foreign negotiations, and in particular of ſend- 
ing an ambaſſador to the crown of Sweden, | | 
At the time of this ambaſſy the commonwealth had peace at home, but 
was, upon a ſmall occaſion, ingaged in a fierce naval war with their neigh- 
bours, the high and mighty lords and ſeamen of the United Provinces : be- 
tween both ſtates there had been ſeveral bloody incounters, in which God had 

iven the Engliſh great ſucceſs; and at ſea they prevailed over their potent 
La adverſaries. | 1 

They were alſo at difference with the king of Denmark, who had injured 
them, and ſhewed himſelf their enemy. They had no friendſhip; but caſual 
incounters at ſea, and actions ef enmity between us, and no redreſs from 


them. | 
The king of Spain was in alliance with the commonwealth, had acknow- 


ledged their republique early and reſpectfully; which was not to his diſad- 
vantage, nor deſires by him to be altered. | 

The crown of Sweden had teſtified much reſpect to this ſtate, had not 
aſſiſted any of our enemies againſt us, had ſent ſeveral publick miniſters 
| hither; and one was at this time reſiding here, but had received no return 
from hence, ſave only by a gentleman, an envoy, with letters to the queen 
of complement and ceremony, Mr. — brother to the lord commiſſioner 
, Who was entertained by her majeſty and her court with more than 
ordinary reſpect and favour. 
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Theſe and 4 motives induced Cromwell and his e to judge i it re- 
quiſite, to nominate one to be ſent ambaſſador extraordinary to the queen 
of Sweden, to make an alliance with that crown. And Whitelocke was pitched 
upon by them, as a perſon fit for that truſt and a ; and was by 
unanimous . of the council named tor it.

The Athenians were very fevere, when they put to death their ambaſſadors, 
becauſe they had gone another way then that they were directed, 'Gongh 
otherwiſe they had duly performed their commands. 

Arodian in his decrees hath this title, Legatum ab eo ad quem miſſus eſt 
munera accipere ; neqz principis ſui dignitatem, locum, auctoritatem conſer- 

vare, capitale eſt. It is capital for an ambaſſador to take rewards from

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As he is not to publiſh every thing that he knows, ſo he is not to declare 
any thing contrary to his knowledge; but all things in plainneſs and clearneſs 
of truth, which cannot be contradicted, nor is liable to ſhame and penitence. 

It is good advice to an ambaſſador, not to play with others, ſo as to make 
himſelf rediculous ; and is, fi acutus eſſe volet, videat ut cautus fit ; © let him 
mix caution with acuteneſs, an 1 with ingenuity.” _ 

They muſt not anſwer like that ambaſſador to the King of the Moores, 
who, finding fault that his titles were not given him in the credentials, aſked, 
what ſow brought them forth? the ambaſſador anſwered, then you will not cat 
them; the Moores abſtaining from ſwines fleſh : but, exaſperated wk this 
anſwer, they fell upon the ambaſſador with many blows. 

The anſwer of the ambaſſador, who demanded for his prince the title of 
Sereniſſimus, from Charles the Emperor, wo. could not obtain it, was in- 
genious and inoffenſive. 

He came to take leave of the Emperor in a day when it dg d 
lightened extreamly. The a aſked him, why he would not ſtay until 
the weather were more ſerene ? the ambafſador anſwered, that he feared no 
tempeſts in that country, where the Emperor had made all ſo ſerene; until he 
ſhould come home to his own maſter. 

In the buſineſs of an ambaſſador is comprehended the good and ſafety of 
his prince and country; and therefore the qualification of diligence expreſſed - 
in the commiſſion is moſt neceflary, as Plautus hath it, curate hæc falutis 
magna diligentia : in Rud. take care of theſe matters of ſafety with great 
diligence,” which ſurely an ambaſſador ought to do. 

Diligence is ſaid to ne both the body and mind. Care to'the mind, in 
conſidering and contriving, and labour to the body to act and bring to effect 
his matters: and he who is not diligent, is compared to the pr 3 1 
Terence; Pol mei patris parta bene in ter curantur, in Phorih. 1 ruly 
the eftate of my father which was gotten well, is not carefully looked into.”

diſſuadeo. Publickly, and as an ambaſſador, I perſuade it; but privately, 
as Metrodorus, I diſſuade it.“ 25 =; 
Thus perfidiouſly did he deal, who was not ſent as a councellor to Tigranes, 
but as an ambaſſador. The puniſhment due to ſuch infidelity was juſtly laid 
upon Antiphon the Athenian ambaſſador to Sparta, whom he afliſted againſt his 
own countrymen, and therefore had his houſe demoliſhed, part of his family 
puniſhed, and the reſt noted with perpetual infamy. 1 
An ambaſſador ought not only to be faithful himſelf, but to deteſt inſidelity 


in others; like to Frabicius, ambaſſador to Pyrrhus; who, being offered by 


Nicias, the king's phyſician, for a ſum of money to poiſon the king, brought 
back Nicias to the ſenate, and procured them to ſend him back to his maſter 
with this letter. 5 : 5 


« Thy ſervant Nicias demanding a ſword of us to murder thee, we were 


ſo far from conſenting thereto, that we have femitted him to thy cenſure 

whom he hath offended. We would that thou ſhouldſt be in ſafety, that we 

might have the more potent adverſary with whom to deal.” ; 
It was juſtly done of Conſtantius, when, for trial of the -Chriſtians, he 


ordained, that all of them who would return to their country's ſuperſtition, 


ſhould remain there and be honoured; and thoſe that would not, ſhould be 
exiled. When thereupon many of them worſhipped their idols again, but 
others remained faithful to the profeſſion of Chriſtianity; which the Emperor 
approving, continued them in their profeſſions, and baniſhed thoſe that were 
unfaithful. There can be no better deciſion of this, than that of the wiſe 
man, Prov. xiii. 17. A wicked meſſenger falleth into miſchief,, but a faithful am- 
© baſſador. is health. | : 

The example of integrity is in the deſcription of Pomponius, ambaſſador 
to the Lacedemonians, who is ſaid to be thrifty, but not covetous ; conſtant, 
but wilful ; modeſt, but not moroſe nor troubleſome; eaſy of, acceſs, and fa- 
cetious, not ſcurrilous; grave, but not proud; and as the character is given 
of Fabricius, the ambaſſador to Pyrrhus, neque blanditias regis neq; writa- 
menta æſtimat. He valued not either the perſuaſions or threats of the king; 
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he refuſed his gifts, and left behind him the teſtimonies of a mind deſpiſing 
thoſe things; quibus imbecilli potiſſimum ſubruuntur, by which ct 
men are chiefly overcome.” This was integrity indeed, and worthy of imi- 
tation. Jurymen with us ought to be, probi et legales homines, honeſt 
and lawful men, and men that are uncorrupt. An ambaſſador ſurely ought - 
to bean honeſt, good, uncorrupt man, a man of integrity. Integer vitz 
leriſque purus. Such an ambaſſador ought to be choſen, if ſuch a man can 
be found, or ſuch'a one that comes neareſt to this integrity.

made as to their goods, ſhipping, er men any further; much leſſe ſhall any 
injury, damage, or trouble be offered to them, butt as is before ſignifyed, they 
{hall be freely diſmiſſed to proceed in their intended journey. And in caſe 
w thing be done by either party contrary to the genuine ſenſe of this article, 
either of the confæderates ſhall cauſe ſevere puniſhment to be inflicted uppon 
thoſe who ſhall doe contrary heerunto, their ſubjects and people, and ſhall 


take care that ſatisfaction be made without delay to the other grieved confæde- 


rate, or his ſubjects and people, fully of all their loſſes and expences. 

13. Allo, if it ſhall fall out heerafter during this friendſhip and league, 
that any of the people and ſubjects of either of the confæderates ſhall take 
art with, or deſigne any thing againft this league, the agreement between 


the aforeſaid confxderates ſhall not therby be interrupted or diſſolved, butt 


nevertheleſſe ſhall continue and wholly remaine; butt thoſe perticular perſons 
only who have broken this league ſhall be puniſhed, and right and juitice ſhall 
be adminiſtred to thoſe who have received injury, and ſatisfaction ſhall be made 
of all dammages and wronge within a twelve monethes time after reſtitution 
demaunded. And if the foreſaid delinquents, and perſons guilty of the 
violence committed, ſhall not yield themſelves and ſubmit to juſtice, or within 
the prefixed time ſhall refuſe to make fatisfaction, they, whoſoever they are, 
ſhall att length be proclamed enemies to both ſtates, and their eſtates, goods, 
and whatſoever things they have, ſhall be confiſcated and ſold for a juſt and 
full ſatisfaction of the wrongs by them done, and thoſe offenders and guilty 
_ perſons, where they ſhall come into the power of either ſtate, ſhall ſuffer alſo 
deſerved puniſhment according to the nature of their offence. Butt reſtitu- 
tion and ſatisfaction for the lofles and damages which either of the coi:fxderates 
hath ſuffered by the other, during the warre between England and the united 
_ provinces of the Netherlands, ſhall be made, and afforded without delay, to 
the party ane or to his ſubjects.
